Christmas in diocese 


More than 3,000 attended 
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Guadalupe celebration ‘largest and best’

Accented by the warm, bright Southern California sun, love 
and devotion for Our Lady of Guadalupe filled the atmosphere 
last Sunday as more than 3,000 people crowded into the San 
Diego community concourse for the annual diocesan 
celebration of her feast day. 


And the celebration, observed Bishop Leo T. Maher, 
principal celebrant of the Mass, was ‘‘the largest and best we 


- have had.”’ Bishop Juan Jesus Posadas of Tijuana, Auxiliary 


Bishop Gilbert E. Chavez and nine priests concelebrated the 
Spanish language Mass. 


WITH HIS*‘crozier, miter and chasuble all bearing the 
image of Guadalupe, Bishop Maher introduced Bishop 
Posadas, who delivered the homily, and recalled the last time 
they met, in Mexico City in October for the dedication of the 
new Our Lady of Guadalupe basilica. 

Recalling an evening service in the old church, Bishop 


Maher related the moving scene in the darkened building ‘‘as 
10,000 candles, lit from the paschal candle, filled the basilica 


with the light of Christ.”’ 


In his homily Bishop .Posadas recounted the Guadalupe 
story and the Virgin’s direction in an apparition to Juan 
Diego, the Indian catechist, in 1531, that he ask his bishop to 
build her a temple on Tepeyec Hill, now part of Mexico City. 


SINCE THAT time, Bishop Posadas said, church after 
church has been built on that site, ‘‘but God is to be 
worshiped not only in basilicas, but also in the souls of 
believers, living temples in spirit and -truth.”’ 


And Mary, he continued, ‘‘is calling us to build the temple 
of the Holy Spirit in our hearts,’’ so that we may be at peace 
and united in a Christian community on both sides of the 
border. 


As the congregation of 3,000 roared ‘‘Viva la Virgen de 
Guadalupe’, Bishop Chavez exhorted them to ‘‘pray that 
Guadalupe will grow in the hearts of people throughout the 
UsSis? 


THEN HE recalled Msgr. Mark Doran, director of Catholic 
Community Services who. died Nov. 6, ‘‘but whose spirit 
remains with us.”’ \ 

Leading the diocesan Spanish-speaking community in a 
tribute to Msgr. Doran, Bishop Chavez accepted a memorial 


plaque on behalf of Mrs. Katherine Doran, the monsignor’s 
mother. He noted she was unable-to be there because her 
sister had died, her third tragedy since July when her 
husband, ‘Msgr. Doran’s father, died. ° 


Signed by Bishop Chavez, the plaque was engraved, ‘‘In 
memory of Msgr. Doran for his sensitivity to continuous 
support of the Spanish-speaking community.’ 


RETURNING to the theme of Guadalupe, Bishop Chavez 
noted: ‘‘Our Lady of Guadalupe is a dynamic presence that 
can unite the Spanish-speaking in the U.S.”’ 


In 1754 Pope Benedict XIV designated Dec. 12 as the feast 
day of Our Lady of Guadalupe, authorizing Masses in her 
honor as patroness of Mexico. In 1945, Pope Pius XII declared 
Our Lady of Guadalupe to be patroness of the Americas. 


THE DAY OF celebration began with a procession of nearly 
1,000 people from Our Lady of Guadalupe church, San Diego, 
to the downtown concourse. 


Led by the Marine Corps color guard and the Marine Corps 
Recruit Depot Band, the procession featured floats depicting 
the Guadalupe miracle. 


The red, green and white of the Mexican flag and the 
colorful, traditional costumes of the marchers brightened the 
San Diego streets as marchers processed to the concourse 
singing hymns and reciting the Rosary. 


ALSO IN procession were the Ballet Folklorico of Our Lady 
of Guadalupe church, Otay, Guadalupana societies from 10 
parishes, the St. Augustine High School Band and the Naval 
Training ‘Center Band. 


Leading the vast congregation in music at the Mass were 
“Los Aventureros’’ mariachi group of Our Lady of Guadalupe 
parish, San Diego. 


Honored guests on the altar were Jesse Haro, San Diego 
city councilman, and State Assemblyman Peter Chacon. 
Master of ceremonies was Father Ramon Ramon of Our Lady 
of Mt. Carmel parish, San Ysidro. 


READING from scripture were Mrs. Socorro Vasquez of 
Imperial Beach, Mrs. Elisa Esparza of Otay and Raphael

Catholic chaplain for San 
Diego County Jail, Father 
William Valverde, has joined 
in an appeal from the county 
sheriff’s department for men 
and women helpers with the 
Liaison League. 


ACCORDING to league 
coordinator, Robert You- 
mans, the volunteers are 


needed as sponsors. 


These are matched with 
“leaguers’’—those leaving 
prison—and the sponsors 
“help the men and women to 
become responsible citi- 


zens,’’ said Youmans. 


The Liaison League is a 
nonprofit, voluntary- organi- 
zation encouraged by the 
sheriff's department. 


The “‘sponsors’’ who help 
prisoners to become rehabil- 
itated in the community 
require ‘‘character, emotion- 
al. maturity, perseverance 


and optimism,”’ according to 
Father Valverde. 


“THE PRIMARY duty of a 
sponsor is to build the 
self-esteem of the leaguer 
through a warm friendly 
relationship at the start,’’ he 
said. 


“The very fact that a 
leaguer has a friend to talk 
with, to ease despair, loneli- 
ness and the transition to 
normal life may be just what 
he or she needs to avoid 
getting back into jail.’’ 

Before a person is released 


from jail the sponsor is 
introduced to the leaguer by 
the coordinator so that they 
can get to know each other. 

THE SPONSOR may also 
get into touch with the 
leaguer’s family. The spon- 
sor will generally assist in 


finding employment, hous-> 


ing if required, clothing and 
transportation. 

Those interested in yolun- 
teering their services for the 
program should get in touch 
with Father Valverde or 
Youmans at the county jail 
(236-3021). 


This is announced by 
Bishop Leo T. Maher in 
commemoration of the direc- 
tor of Catholic Community 
Services who died on Nov. 6. 


ACCORDING to the an- 
nouncement the formation of 
the fund is in response to 
numerous suggestions to- 
ward a fitting memorial. 


“The mature years of 
Msgr. Doran’s priesthood 
had been most productively 
devoted to directing Catholic 
Community Services,’’ over 
a 13-year period since 1963, 
says Bishop Maher. 


“With joyous but always 
self-deprecating enthusiasm 
he stimulated community 
awareness and alleviated the 
anguish of the aged, the 


. poor, the hungry, the addict, 


the refugee, the unwed 
mother, the underprivileged 
minorities, and those other- 
wise deeply troubled,”’ states 
the bishop. 

THE announcement recalls

that through Msgr. Doran’s 
leadership he earned for San 
Diego’s CCS ‘“‘both national 
recognition and deep appre- 
ciation of Catholic and non- 
Catholic alike’’ in the four 
counties of the diocese. 


Bishop Maher says_ it 
would be a ‘‘most. fitting 
tribute to Msgr. Doran’s 


memory and years of devoted 
service to begin an endow- 
ment fund to benefit the 
range of services developed 
by Catholic Community Serv- 
ices under his leadership.’’

Like the early Church, the Church of today 
absolutely must be on the side of women, 
especially when they are demoted from the role 
of active and responsible subject to that of 
passive, insignificant object.

One 
could say that women represent the easiest way 


for some people today to call attention to their’ 


own tendency toward violence and _ social 
injustice. 

The bitter and even violent way of answering 
which characterizes some _ feminist 


back, 
groups, can be explained -and even partially 
understood by attempts of others to manipulate 
the feminist cause. 


We fully believe that participation of women 
at various levels of society must not only be 
recognized but also promoted and above all 
appreciated. But the women’s movement 
should not reject the natural difference 
between the sexes. Women must not reject the 
fact that they have their own nature...which 
differentiates woman from man, not in the 
sense of natural dignity, but rather with regard 
to difference of functions. 


We must guard against a crafty form of 
underevaluation of the female condition 
through which the diversifying traits written by 
nature in both sexes are misunderstood. It is 
part of. the order of creation itself that women 
fulfill themselves as women, certainly not 
through a context of mutual oppression with 
man, but rather in harmonious and fruitful 
integration, based on respectful recognition of 
each other’s distinct roles. 


Christianity, more than any other religion, 
has given a special status of dignity to women, 
right from its very beginnings. The role of 
women in the structure of the early Church was 
so.remarkable that perhaps ‘its essence has not 
yet been clarified.—To Italian Christian

If we didn’t have Santa Claus, we Should have to- 


invent him, according to some researchers at 
Temple University. They claim that Santa is a 
‘functional coordinating agent between our 
religion. and commercial structures.’’ He is, they 
say, ‘‘a ritual. landmark, a capitalist father- 
producer figure and a surrogate God figure.’’ 


The researchers; who are doctoral candidates 
Stevan Davies and David Wood, say Santa Claus 
provides an acceptable meeting ground for two 
otherwise incompatible elements in American 
culture: business and religion. 


“The two mutually exclusive components can 
coexist in the neutral area defined by Santa Claus, 
combining’ as he does the sanctity of his 
sacramental identity of St. Nicholas with his 
secular, worldly personality of Santa Claus,’’ 
Davies said. 


Santa also provides a purpose in a_child’s 
passage from innocence to maturity, he claims. As

Christmas touches the heart. 


We were talking...about Christmas 
and the special quality that permeates 
even the least ‘‘religious’’ corners of 
our society at this time. 


When we have said all there is to 
say about the secularization of this 
great religious feast—when we have 
deplored the rabid commercialization 
that accompanies it—we may. still 
wonder at the magic that Christmas 
brings to our world. 


- HOWEVER hedonistic and a-religi- 
ous our celebrations may be, it is not 
an easy thing to take Christ out of 
Christmas. Even should we scorn the 
creche, the carols and the breathtak- 
ing miracle of the birth of the 
Christ-child, the pervading theme of 
goodwill and generosity, of open- 
handed hospitality, the seasonal 
nudge to forgive and heal breaches, 
make inroads into our thinking. 


And, after all, what is 
Christian than charity, forgiveness 
and generosity? Whether we will it or 
not, even lives that eschew Christ and 
his message are nonetheless touched 
by him at Christmas. In this brief 
hiatus we—almost all of us—move out 
of ourselves to remember people we 
have not remembered before, ,and 
reach out, however briefly, in a 


more’ 


gesture of brotherhood to other men. 
Every year there is a sameness and 
a difference about Christmas Eve. An 
oldness and a newness. Life changes 
and we change with it and nothing is 
ever quite as it was. 
THINKING BACK. on Christmas 


Eves down the years, | remember the 
feel of midnight air as we made our 


way, to Mass. There were soft mild - 


African nights beneath a sky a-clamor 
with stars; sharp white frostiness of 
English winters etching bare branches 
against black tree trunks; strangely 
disoriented spray-flecked celebrations 
in mid-Atlantic with disembodied 
voices carolling out over the ocean; 
the chill fairyland of colored lights 
painting the snow of a Maryland fall; 


the brilliant, blatant neon of a 
California city night. 
So many Christmases, so many 


differences! But with them all) a 
sameness. The same reminder of how 
life should be, the repeated, reassur- 
ance that we are a chosen people of 
God, the same hope and confidence 
that ‘good will triumph and all will be 
well. 

AND THERE was something else, 
too. Always, beneath the joy and 
delight, a hint of dragging sadness, of 


promise awaiting fulfillment, a fugi- 
tive sense of loss. It is as if someone 
greatly beloved, with whom this time 


would have great meaning, were 
separated from. us. As_ if each 
Christmas were the first to be 


celebrated without the- presence of 
one who was very much a part of it! A 
birthday party held in the absence of 
the guest of ‘honor. 


Perhaps it is the richness of the 
symbolism and sense of. spiritual 
encounter that lends a new acuteness 
of perception of our separatedness 
from Christ. ‘‘When, O Lord, shall we 
see you face to face?’’ 


Perhaps the sadness is not sadness 
at all, but the haunting echo of an 
anguish of love too great for our 
comprehension. If Christ reaches out 
at Christmas time to touch even those 
who deny him, who much more 
intimately his love must reach out to 
us who wait for him! 


_ BUT WE ARE not always aware of 
what is happening to us. When that 
pang brushes our hearts and we 
experience a sudden loneliness in the 
midst of all the celebration, we are 
more likely to look for its meaning in 
the absence of a person we have 
loved, or still love, accepting the 


obvious, immediate explanation. 


Usually we allow the thought of that 
other separation, that other love, to 
elude us. Yet in our separation from 
him all other separation is included. In 
his love for us, all other love finds its 
source and fulfillment. All separa- 
tions, all loves are brought into unity 
in him. 

It is good, | think, to indulge a little 
in a brief sadness at Christmas and 
take time to mourn what should be but 
is not. Loving sorrow is not a negative 
response. It can afford a moment of 
quietness of spirit, a time for a somber 
acceptance of pain.and deprivation 
and suffering. It can offer a new 
chance to acknowledge and integrate 
them a little more fully into our 
interior being. 


CHRISTMAS IS a time for human- 
ness. A time for joy and for sadness, a 
time for congeniality and for alone- 
ness, a time for people and a time for 
prayer, a time for thanking and for 
asking. 

It is the time to draw comfort and 
assurance from the knowledge that we 
are loved and capable of loving and in 
that,at least, we share with the Christ 
child the spark of divinity. —

Pete Chacon says his Catholic faith 
comes first, gives moral strength 


““My Catholic faith is a tremendous source of 
strength...My faith prohibits me from taking any but 
the one position—is it morally wrong? 


Pete Chacon, a Democrat, was first 
elected to the California Assembly in 1970 
and is now in his fourth term. He 
represents the 79th District, which 
includes the southern half of the City of 
San Diego, western parts of Lemon Grove 
and all of Coronado. 


At the start of the new session of the 
Legislature in Sacramento, Chacon was 
interviewed by Michael: Newman for the 
Southern. Cross. 


Do you find your Catholic faith a source of guidance in 
your work as.a legislator? 


My Catholic faith is a tremendous source of strength. 
and has made me acutely aware of and sensitive to 
injustices, to what is wrong in civil law; things like 
discrimination. My faith prohibits me from taking any 
but the one position—is it morally wrong? I am-in 


conflict with a large group of my fellow Democrats and . 


voters on some issues because of this. 


Do you maintain any regular contact with the 
Sacramento office of the California bishops—the 
California Catholic Conference? 


I have had little or no contact with the CCC. In fact I 
don’t remember ever hearing from them. I think the 
fault lies with them and not with me. The California 
Council of Churches keeps in touch with us legislators, 
sends us a newsletter and advises on legislation. 


The Catholic Church ought to be more aggressive 
and become more involved. I have not met Bishop 
(John) Cummins (who heads the California Catholic 
Conference). The Church ought to have a strong 
advocate with legislators because so many issues today 
are moral issues. 


What about Cesar Chavez and the farm labor issue? 
Have you been very directly involved? 


No, I have not been too involved on this issue, though 
I am in support of what has been attempted. But it is 
not a major issue with me. And now I hope that both 
sides will leave the situation alone to allow the present 
law to work. Chavez has been a great inspiration and a 
symbol of self-sacrifice. He is a good Catholic and is the 
prime reason for the public general knowledge of the 
conditions of farmworkers. 


What do you regard as the biggest problem facing 
California? 


The need to reform our taxing tem: because more 
and more the burden of taxation is falling on the 
property owner. The cost of housing is going up and the 


typical family owning a house is paying more and more 


in property taxes. A greater percentage of state 
‘services is being paid for by property owners. 


How would you change it? Everybody talks about tax 
reform. What specifics have you?

way all over the State. 


Increase taxes at the higher income tax levels. You 
can’t reduce the property tax without making it up 
somewhere else because nobody wants his service cut. I 
would start increasing taxation at the $30,000 a year 
level. I haven’t worked the figures out but I’m 
convinced there’s enough there to realize a reduction in 
property tax. 

What would you do with the property tax level then? 


I favor a freeze on property taxes for older people’s 
residences. Either that—which would result in a loss of 
revenue—or deferring property tax collection from 
people over 62 years of age and collect from the estate 
when they die. 


You are chairman of the Assembly’s Housing and 
Community Development Committee. What is its 
thrust and concern? 


It was created in 1968 and over the years it has 
endeavored to get the State involved in providing 
housing for certain people. The State has to be 
involyed—not in construction, but in. providing a 
mechanism from which the need for housing is met. In 
1974 I was made chairman and we held hearings 
throughout the state on needs. This followed my 


“introduction of the first housing finance bill, which 


eventually passed two years later. This created the 
housing finance agency which so far has approved 41 
projects. 


It aims to help the hard pressed, the moderate and 
low income people, the elderly and handicapped, and 
those with large families. We do not build, but make 
financing available—not for mass housing projects, but 
for scattered housing, built among other homes so that 
they do not call attention to themselves as a-‘‘state 
project.” 


You are also head of a subcommittee on bilingual-bicul- 
tural education. What is the idea ce this? 


In my experience as a 
schoolteacher in public’ 
schools I found my col- 
leagues couldn’t handle the | 
child who could not speak | 
English. The children were 
classed as ‘‘mentally re- 
tarded’’ and put into sep- 
arate classes. And in a 
school, for instance, where 
20 per cent of the children 
had Spanish surnames, 28 
out of 30 in the ‘‘retarded’’ 
class were with Spanish 
surnames. This was a great 
injustice to the children, 
who were being treated this _ y 
_ The Anglo-dominated school boards were not 
sensitive to the problem. So I introduced landmark 
legislation to establish the state’s first bilingual-bicul- 
tural education program, funded with $5 million. After 
several years the teachers reported the idea a 
““disaster’’ 


I headed, a special subcommittee to investigate and 
found people just didn’t care to implément the 
program. The teachers felt threatened because they 
were not bilingual. From this came AB 1329 of 1976, 
providing a reform of bilingual programs. By 1979 it 
will be-iliegal to have monolingual English-speaking 
teachers in a bilingual situation. The program provides 
stipends for teachers in monolingual classrooms to pick 
up the skill of the second language and return. 


So will they lose their jobs if they are not bilingual? 


Yes, they will after that. However, they have the 
opportunity to go out and get the language skill. The 
idea of the program is that the child will pick up the 
basic skills—multiplication for instance—in the child’s 
language. But at the same time the child is taught

English, so the child is learning the language but not 
missing out on basics in education. 


How about the Church and bilingualism? How should 
the Church deal with this question? _ 


The Church is faced with two cultures—Latin-Ameri- 
can and Anglo-Saxon. There is a sizeable segment of 
the Latin-American group that clings to their customs, 
tradition and language. There’s been no compelling 
reason for them to give it up. But the Mexican-Ameri- 


can has had to learn to gain acceptance in the Anglo . 


culture and at the same time had that ‘pull’ to retain his 
own culture and customs. 


The Church has an obligation to provide and promote 
an atmosphere of acceptance of the Latin-American 
culture. To reject it would be cruel, because the Church 
initially owes its existencé in California to Latin- 
Americans. 


Is the Church bitks in its obligation as you see it? 


Since (Arch) Bishop (Francis J.) Furey and Bishop 
(Leo T.) Maher this diocese has begun to realize its 
responsibility and has taken positive steps, but still not 
enough from my standpoint. The creation of the Padre 
Hidalgo Center a few years ago was a definite step in 
this direction. 


Of course, the appointment of Bishop (Gilbert) 
Chavez was significant, as is the help from the 
Campaign for Human Development, which has assisted 
a large segment of this area. I’m not too familiar: with 
parochial schools because our mile never had that 
problem. 


What about illegal immigrants from Mexico, or, as 
some prefer ‘‘undocumented aliens’’? This causes a lot 
of heartburn for those who feel immigrants should only 
come legally. 


They are illegal immigrants, definitely. They are 
here in violation of the immigration laws, and the 
immigration authorities ought to be strengthened in 
order to stop the flow across the border. 


If they approach the problem through employers, 
then they will cause danger to U.S. citizens of Mexican 
descent who might find it difficult to get jobs jf 
employers get worried about making a mistake. 


However,, there should be a revision. of the 
immigration code to allow more to enter legally, 
particularly those who have relatives here already. - 
Finally, how can the State help Catholic schools? 


I supported the Voucher system and | still do. The 
Voucher Plan would allow church schools to have the 


greatest impact on all education in the State. It was_ 


never seriously explored, and you don’t hear it 
discussed any more. (The Voucher Plan would allow for 
“‘education vouchers’’ provided by the State to be 
“redeemed”’ at the school of choice, whether private or. 
public.)

Jesus !s God! 


“Does divinity make him 
less human than we?

Any discussion of Jesus and His 
divinity/humanity could benefit from noting 
the contrast between the god of philosophy 
and the God of the Bible. The god of 
philosophy is immutable, while the God of 
the Bible is sateen a) with people’s 
needs. 


The philosopher’s god doesn’t worry 
about people and is not affected by their 
needs. Such a god is like a watchmaker. He 
winds up humanity and lets it go on its own. 
He can forget the ‘‘human clocks’’ because 
he wound them up so well. 


THAT GOD is ‘‘up there and far away,”’ 
well out of the range of human suffering and 
anxiety. Not so the empathizing God of the 
Bible. 


Secondly, the god of the philosopher is all 


knowing, but the God of the Bible is. 


involved. The idea of the all-knowing God 
makes Him seem like an eye in the sky, a 
cosmic watchdog, a puppet master holding 
power over people because he knows their 
every move. This kind of god knows all about 
, people. but is not involved in their struggles 
and yearnings. 

Knowing ‘‘about’’ someone is not enough. 


Lovers do more than simply know about each 
other. Yes, the God of the Bible penetrates 


the secrets of the human heart, but not like a 


scientist looking curiously and dispassion- . 


ately into a microscope. God’s knowledge is 
not for the purpose of.ruling us so much as 
for the goal of loving us and involving 
Himself in our future. 


THIRDLY, THE God of the philosophers is 
all powerful, a heavenly official sending 


_bulletins to an unruly flock. Such a god is an 


emperor in an unapproachable throne room. 
People are supposed to feel like ants before 
this god. But the God of the Bible is so 
powerful that He is vulnerable—woundable. 
He loves people so much that He joins their 


struggles for freedom and dignity and yet He. 


exposes Himself to their betrayals. They can 
wound Him. 

The Bible is full of stories of people 
scorning and abusing the love of God. Small 
wonder that the most pathetic moment of the 
passion is the scene when Judas kisses 
Christ, using a most intimate gesture of love 
as a curse. 

The life of the prophet Hosea acts out this 


image of the vulnerability of God. Hosea 
marries a prostitute, -thus beginning his 


wedding night on a most precarious perch. - 


Against all good sense he pledges love to a 


. woman very likely to prove unfaithful to him. 


What neighbor, relative and friend would 
not have warned him? They were right.

“The Word became flesh and made his 
dwelling among us’’ (John 1:14). Thus 
simply does John the Theologian state the 
stupendous mystery of the Incarnation, the 
enfleshment of the second Person’ of the 


‘Trinity, as later theologians would put it. 


Such penetration into a truly unique reality, 
one which completely transcends human 
experience, did not come overnight, in one 
blinding flash of understanding. It was the 
result of years, decades of Spirit-guided 
reflection. 


The humanity of Jesus was, of course, 
transparently clear to His contemporaries. 
The reaction of the synagogue congregation 
at Nazareth was typical: ‘‘Where did he get 
all this? What kind of wisdom is he endowed 
with? 


“HOW IS it that such miraculous deeds 
are accomplished by his hands? Is this not 
the carpenter, the son of Mary,...?’’ (Mark 
6:2-3) Even after He stilled the storm on the 
lake, the dumbfounded disciples expressed 
their amazement: ‘‘What sort of man is this, 
that even the winds and the sea obey him?”’ 
(Matthew 8:27) , 


If someone had answered: 
Word made flesh, the Son of God 
incarnate,’’ he would have been greeted 
with uncomprehending stares. The disciples 
were pious Jews; for them there was one 


_ God, Yahweh, and that He should have a son 


was unthinkable. 


In many ways they could see, hear and 
experience Jesus’ humanity. Faith was 
needed for them to discern His divinity, and 
it was the Resurrection which ushered in the 
era of. faith, the age not of seeing but of 
believing. 


WE ARE so used to the reality of the 
divinity of Christ that it may have lost for us 
its wonder, its impact, its inexhaustible 
implications. That a real man, with all our 
human weaknesses, should be at the same 
time not just a son of God, but the Son of 
God in the fullest sense of the term—this is 
actually mind-boggling! 


But our familiarity with the idea may 


prevent us from appreciating .what a 
bombshell it was when it first burst upon the 
minds of the disciples. And even after they 
had accepted it in faith, there still remained 
the task of realizing it, then putting it into 
words. 


It seems they balked at saying simply: 


~ ‘Jesus is God.’’ For them Yahweh was God 
‘and Jesus was not Yahweh. But as time went 


on they found many equivalent terms to 
express their belief in His divinity. Perhaps 
the most impressive was the one which 


became the central confession of Christian. 


faith: ‘‘Jesus Christ is Lord!’’

ways. Out she went time after time with 


other lovers. But Hosea really loved her and 


opened himself to her endless repudiations. 
Still Hosea never fails in his love for her. 
Again and again he goes out to her and calls 
her home to his love. 


“So I will allure her;

HOSEA IS an image of the vulnerable God 
of the Bible. The greatest manifestation of 
God is Christ. ‘“‘He is the image of the 
invisible God, the first born of all 
creatures.’’ (Colosians 1:15) The greatest 
antidote to the God of the philosophers is the 
God of the Bible, and the best of all places to 
find Him is in Jesus. People in their foolish

THE GREEK word Kyrios was the 


accepted translation of the Hebrew word- 


Adonai (Lord), and this in turn was used as a 
substitute for the sacred divine name, 
Yahweh. Could they have proclaimed their 
faith in the divinity of Christ any more 
clearly? 


Although the Gospels are. ostensibly 
records of Jesus’ earthly career, they are not 
simply that. They were written by men 
steeped in the faith of the Christian Church. 
Even Mark, who portrays a very human 
Jesus, opens his Gospel with a profession of 
faith: ‘‘Here begins the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God” (Mark 1:1). 


And when Mark brings his account of 
Jesus’ life to a close on Calvary, he has the 
Roman centurion proclaim the faith of the 
(Roman?) community for which he was 
writing: ‘“‘The centurion who stood. guard 
over him, on seeing the manner of his death, 
declared, ‘Clearly this man was the son of 
God!’ ’? (Mark 15:39) 


AT THE other end of the Gospel 
spectrum, John’s Gospel gives incontrovert- 


ible evidence of the Church’s faith in 


Christ’s divinity; ‘‘The Word became 
flesh...and we have seen his glory:-the glory 
of an only Son coming from the Father, filled 
with enduring love’’ (John 1:14). 


This Gospel has Jesus making statements 
which clearly reflect the faith of the Church: 
“IT solemnly declare it: before Abraham 
came to be, I AM”’ (John 8:57). ‘“‘I AM”’ is, 
of course, the divine name. ‘‘The Father 
and I are one’’ (John 10:30). 


“Philip,’’ Jesus replied, ‘‘after I have 
been with you all this time, you still do not 
know me: Whoever has seen me has seen 
the Father’’ (John 14:9). 


BUT AT least a decade before the first 
Gospel was written, Paul was writing ‘‘to the 
church of the Thessalonians who belong to 
God the Father and the Lord Jesus Christ’ 
(Thessalonians 1:1). ‘‘May God himself, who 
is our Father, and our Lord Jesus Christ 
make our path to you a straight one’’ (3:9). 


At the beginning of Romans, he 
introduces himself as an apostle ‘‘set apart 
to proclaim the gospel of God...concerning 


his Son, who was descended from David ~ 


according to the flesh but was made 
Son-of-God-in-power according to the spirit 
of holiness, by his resurrection from the 
dead: Jesus Christ our: Lord’’ (Romans 
1:1-4). 


Especially reassuring are these warm, 


personal words of the Beloved Disciple: 
““We have seen for ourselves, and can 
testify, that the Father has sent the Son as 


savior of the world. When anyone - 


acknowledges that Jesus is the Son of God, 


God dwells in him and he in God’’ (John ° 


4:14-15). 


The qualities of the God of the 
Bible—empathy, involvement, vulnerability 
—are found preeminently in Christ. The 
unbelievers who raise their fists to the 
heavens against the presumed unsympath- 
etic, uninvolved and coercively powerful god 
are venting their rage against an idol—the 
god of the philosophers. The day they find 
Christ, the incarnation of the living God, 
they will know unimaginable love. 


The Bible finally says that God is love. 
Because of Christ we can know what that 
statement means, namely, a way of living in 
the world that never takes a refusal of love 
and acceptance for an answer. 


To God, ‘‘no’’ is not an answer, it is a 
renewed challenge to His creative love. To 
Christ, ‘‘no’’ is a call to pour out even more 
love and forgiveness to create the possibility 
of hope for the other. And then one day, as 
in millions of cases, a free, responsible and 
grateful ‘‘yes’’ is heard.

(Saint Matthew and Saint Luke have handed 
down to us two independent traditions concern- 
ing the birth of the Lord. But these opening 
chapters of the New Testament are brief and 
we are forced to read between the lines. To 
show Christ’s full humanity, to portray Him 
coming to a world peopled by men and subject 
to the laws of human nature is the purpose of 
what follows. Modern research in_ biblical, 


historical and archaeological areas has added 


many of those human touches, which perhaps

Nazareth in the summer of 8 B.C., is a struggling 
highway village: that has somehow grown up 
around a water supply in the mountains of south- 
ern Galilee. To its credit it has a fine fountain, a

view. For countless travellers Nazareth makes an 
ideal rest-stop. But it is a poor town. Indeed, spe 
typical house is really littlke more than a man-dug 
cave in the hillside — a one-room affair with a 
lintel of wood or a stone facade.

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The Man We Are Meant to Be 
In becoming man Jesus 
reveals deep human truth 


By William E. May 


Each Sunday. we confess our belief in 
“Jesus Christ, the only Son of God, eternally 
begotten of the Father, God from God, Light 
from Light, true God from true God.’’ We 
likewise profess our belief that this true God, 
“‘for us men and for our salvation,’’ ‘‘came 
down from heaven,’’ and that ‘‘by the power 
of the Holy Spirit he was born of the Virgin 
Mary, and became man.’’ 


Yes, Jesus is truly God. and truly man. 
We cannot comprehend fully this great truth, 
but we must take care not to misunderstand 
it. Perhaps the most difficult thing for us is 


to. accept the reality of Jesus’ humanity. 


ONE OF the oldest heresies in the Church, 
one that troubled the apostolic Church and 
was vigorously rejected by the New 
Testament, in particular by John’s Epistles, 
was docetism. According to this heresy, 
whose name is derived from a Greek word 
“to appear’, Jesus looked like a 
man, talked like a man, acted like a man, but 
deep down He was not really a man precisely 
because He was God!-Docetism, unfortun- 
ately, is a subtle heresy and is, in a sense, 
the perennial temptation of the Christian. 


The docetic view really takes the core out 
of our belief and makes it impossible for us 


to identify ourselves with Jesus. And we. 


must identify with Him because this is one of 
the major reasons why God became truly one 
of us. In becoming man, Jesus reveals to us 
the deepest truths about ourselves. And 
docetism makes it impossible for us to 
recognize these truths. 


A DOCETIC mentality makes it as difficult 
for us to identify with Jesus as a ‘‘Mighty 
Mouse”’ view would make it difficult for 
ordinary mice to identify with Mighty 
Mouse. The reason is simply that Mighty 
Mouse is a radically different kind of mouse 
from other mice; he doesn’t really share 
their experiences and it is impossible for 
them to share his. 


And for the docetist, Jesus is a different 
kind of man from other men; in fact, He 
really isn’t a man at all. So how could He 


share our experiences? How could we share 
His? 


The truth is that Jesus is perfectly human; 
He is the kind of man each of us is called to 
be, meant to be, and can be precisely 
because He came to show us how to perfect 
humanity. Jesus was like us in every way 
exeept sin. 


BUT WHAT does this mean? It means 
that we can identify ourselves with Jesus by 
accepting, as He did, our common 
humanity—by receiving it as a precious, 
priceless gift from God. And this humanity is 
not something abstract. 


Rather it is something concrete and 
tangible, something we can see, smell and 
touch, something we can love and cherish, 
something for which we can even sacrifice- 
our lives. And it is something we can spit 
upon, despise, destroy and crush. For the 
humanity we share with Jesus is the same 
humanity we discover in the persons with 
whom we live each day. 


Each person is, as it were, a new epiphany 
of the humanity that we bear within 
ourselves and that Jesus, true God, bears 
within Himself. Jesus tells us that our 
vocation as human beings, as His brothers 
and sisters, is to reach out and embrace with 
love everyone who bears the image of 
man—for every human being bears the 
image of God. 


WE ARE to love those who share our 
humanity with the same love with which 
Jesus loves us. Only by doing this can we 
realize to the fullest the meaning of our 
humanity; we become the cue of men that 
Jesus is.

Perhaps you. have 
had the experience in 
your life of feeling 
inadequate and even 
terrified by the re- 
sponsibilities involv- 
ed in your work. 
When the Lord God 
announced that he 
had appointed Jere- 
miah to be a prophet to the nations 
Jeremiah responded, ‘* ‘Ah, Lord 
Yahweh; look, I do not know how to 
speak: I am a child!’ ’’ (Jeremiah 1:6) 


IN THE very face of being chosen an 
apostle Peter responded to Jesus, 
‘* ‘Leave me, Lord; lama sinful man.’ ”’ 
(Matthew 5:8) 


In the Gospel according to John we 
read, ‘‘-‘...whoever believes in me will 
perform the same works as I do myself, 
he will perform even greater works... 
whatever you ask for in my name I will 
do.’ ’” (14:21) 


Notice how the vocation of Paul got 
underway: “‘ ‘Saul, Saul, why are you 
persecuting me?’ I answered: ‘Who are 
you, Lord?’ and he said to me, ‘I am 
Jesus...1 said: ‘What am I to do, 
Lord?’ ’’ (Matthew 22:8+) 


ST. PAUL’S willingness to obey was

Jesus has assured us: ‘‘ ‘Come to me, 
all you who labor and are overburdened 
and I will give you rest. Shoulder my 
yoke and learn from me, for I am gentle 
and humble in heart, and you will find 
rest for your souls. Yes, my yoke is easy 
and my burden. light.’ ’’ (Matthew 
11:28+) 


NOTICE HERE that Jesus says that 
“‘my yoke is easy and my burden light.”’ 
If we find our burden too heavy perhaps 
that is becausé we took the burden on 
our own shoulders. 


In other words we are carrying a 
burden of our own making. If we could 
place ourself at the service of God as 
obedient children our yoke would be 
easy for we would be bearing the yoke 
with the Lord rather than just for the 
Lord. 


Let us change our prayer from ‘‘Lord, 


help me with my work’’ to ‘‘Lord, I 


would be privileged to be of service to 
you.’” Otherwise we will have a 
religious career rather than a vocation 
(that is, a call from God). ‘‘...his 
commands are not difficult, because 


anyone who has been begotten by God 
has already overcome the world; this is 
the victory over the world—our faith. $i 
(1 John 5:4)

When 
He rose gloriously from the dead and 
ascended into heaven, to “‘sit’’ in glory with 
his Father, He did not cease being a man.

This would be a docetic way of considering 
things. Jesus was ‘“‘full-time God and 


full-time man’’ during His life on earth. And 
He is still ‘‘full-time God and full-time 

. man.’’ He is the man. that each of us is 
meant to become, that each of us will be, if 
we seek to unite our lives with His and to live 
in Him. 


NEXT WEEK Roots of Our Faith asks ‘‘What’s in his name, Christ?’’ continuing the 


discussion of what it means to speak of Jesus as Savior and Lord. 


The King theme used in the Old Testament and Jesus’ avoidance of the concept for 
Himself, leads us to see what ‘‘Christ’’? means. What does the word mean in itself? 
What does the title have to do with fuller life now for those of us who use the name 


Christian? 


In spite of the centrality of the Kingship in the Old Testament, Jesus avoided the 
attribution of the concept to Himself. The King was the anointed one—the 
Messiah—but Jesus consistently refused to cate this title, which was open to so much 


misunderstanding. 


The early Church did use the title, though, because in the light of the Resurrection, © 


the exact nature of his Messiahship was now clear.

EVEN SQ, Father Higgins is convinced 
that Mary has “‘a significant, even 
irreplacable contribution to make to the 
ecumenical debate.”’ 

Catholic-Protestant division over Mary 
began on the heels of the 16th century 
Reformation, he explained. 


Driving the Marian wedge deeper 
between Christians were the dogmas of the 
Immaculate Conception—celebrated Dec. 
8—that she was freed from the taint of 
Original Sin and the Assumption of the 
Virgin directly into heaven at her death. 


TO MANY Protestants, Father Higgins 
mused, the pronouncements ‘‘appeared and 
appear jas an arbitrary exercise of papal 
infallibility which they see as_ biblically 
unsustainable.’’

The two services were part 
of a diocesan reconciliation 
effort aimed at wooing inac- 
tive Catholics back into full 
communion with their 
Church and strengthening 
the faith and brotherhood of 
regular church-goers. 


A LARGE number of those 
people have drifted away 
from regular church attend- 
ance and the practice of their 
religion for various reasons 
ranging from simple apathy 
and petty peeves to disagree- 


ment with changes brought 
about by Vatican Council II 
and sacramental restrictions 
due to marriages unsanction- 
ed by the Church. 


‘At the latest service, 
Bishop Dozier opened his 
homily by noting that the 
general absolution concept 
has come under criticism 
from some quarters. 


“There are those who 
criticize what we are doing 
here today as if it were 
outside the concept of Jesus 
Christ,’’ the bishop said.

VATICAN CITY (NC)—A 
Vatican. document recently 
released here has clearly 
restated that direct steriliza- 


tion is still ‘‘absolutely 
banned’ by the Catholic

The restatement of the 
sterilization ban came in a 
document released for the 


first time here Dec. 11 by the 


7atican’s Doctrinal Congre- 
gation. : 

. The document, drawn up 
at the request of the U:S. 
bishops and dated March 13, 
1975, had previously been 
made public at a physician’s 
meeting in England and 
distributed in English-speak- 
ing countries by NC News 
Service. 


IT ASSERTED that direct 
sterilization is forbidden 
even when another preg- 
nancy is likely to result in 
mental or physical illness. 


Direct sterilization is de- 
fined as sterilization which 
“of its own nature and 
condition has the sole and 
immediate effect of render- 
ing the generative faculty 
incapable of procreation.”’ 


The document declared 
that governments have no 
authority to impose steriliza- 
tion. : 

IT REJECTED the “‘prin- 
ciple of totality,’’ which is 
cited to justify interference 


with organs ‘‘for the greater 


good of the person.’’ 

The congregation warned 
that dissenting views on 
sterilization among many 
theologians would not be a 
justification for Catholics to 
seek sterilization.

Vocations picture brightens 


WASHINGTON—The vocations picture is 
brighterthan it has been according to a 
survey released here by The National 
Conference of Religious Vocation Directors 


of Men. Of 80 vocations directors polled, .

same. The vocational trend cited most often 
by the directors was applications by 
candidates older than those of the past. 


Vatican eyes television station 
VATICAN CITY—The Vatican may go into 
the television business soon, reports 
L’Osservatore Della Dominica, the Vatican 
weekly magazine. The great expense of 
current technology and hard-to-get govern- 
ment permissions prevent a Vatican 
television station from operating now. “‘But 
it will be a different. story when a satellite 
system is developed to permit transmitting’ 
to all parts of the globe, the magazine said. 
“Then there will be a Vatican television 
station.” ; 


Communion in hand rejected 


BOSTON—Cardinal Humberto Medeiros 
has turned down a request that he approve 
Communion in the hand as a_ hygienic 
measure to prevent the spread of influenza 
and other infections. A similar request was 
rejected as an agenda item for the U.S. 
bishops’ meeting last November. Though 
Communion in the hand is not approved in 
the U.S., local bishops have the option to 
approve it in the event of an epidemic. 


‘Order ordains despite ban 


SEVILLE, Spain—Defying a Vatican ban, 
leaders of the ‘‘Carmelite Order of the Holy 
Face’, which has no. official Church 


approval, have illegally ordained three more 


bishops—including a 17-year-old youth— 
and nine priests. The ordinations took place 
at Palmar de Troya near here, the site of 
alleged apparition of Our Lady. The 
apparitions have been disavowed by Church 
authorities. : 


Rabbis blast Moonie leader - 


NEW YORK—Moonie leader Sun Myung 
Moon’s publication, ‘‘Divine Principle’ has 
been called anti-Semitic by Rabbis Marc 
Tanenbaum and James Rudin, leaders of the 
American Jewish Committee. The rabbis 
charged that the publication, chief theologi- 
cal work of the Moonie Unification Church, 
contains more than 125 examples ‘‘of an 
unremitting litany of anti-Jewish teach- 
ings.”’ 

Irish violence afflicts children 


OSLO, Norway—‘‘The terror and violence 
in Northern Ireland hits the children first of 
all,’’ said the two women here to receive the 


People’s Peace Award for their work in. 


organizing a peace movement in the Irish 
state. ‘‘Many children do not know any other 
way of life,’’ said Betty Williams and 
Mairead Corrigan. ‘‘The fighters are the 
heroes. In their play the children try to 
imitate. them. Small children depend on 
sleeping pills or sedatives to sleep at night.” 


Diocese to finance housing 
SPRINGFIELD, Ill.—This central Illinois 
diocese has formed a corporation to finance 
housing for low-income people, according to 
Bishop Joseph McNicholas. The corporation 
has applied to the federal government for a 


$4.4 million loan to provide financing for - 
‘housing construction. ‘‘Church involvement 


in housing is sometimes questioned. To me, 
there is a strong moral imperative to be 
vitally concerned about the housing needs of 


the elderly and the poor,’’ the bishop said. |
